Begin left here after his visit (in 
September) and I told him what we 
were going to do, he told me he was 
going to maintain his position but he 
was not upset at all/’ Reagan said.

CAIRO. — Sudan said yesterday 
that it was taking “defensive 
measures" along its border with 
Libyan-occupied Chad, as interna! 
security forces, in a clampdown on 
government opponents, arrested 
more than 1,300 persons. 

The Middle East News agency, 
reporting from the Sudanese 
capital, said police had arrested 
1,366 “suspects" at Omdurman. 
which is located opposite Khar- 
toum, across the Nile. 

In a separate dispatch, the agency 
quoted a Sudanese government 
spokesman as saying; “The defen- 
sive measures Sudan is taking at 
present along the border with Chad 
aim at preserving Sudan's in- 
dependence and security. They do 
not aim at launching aggression on 
Libya or any other country." 

This was the first official dis- 
closure that Sudan was taking 
military precautions along its 
western border with Chad, which 
the Sudanese government has said 
was the target of daily Libyan ag- 
gressions." 

Earlier, Sudanese president 
Jaafar Numeiri was quoted in the 
Cairo daily Al-Ahrom as threatening 
to retaliate in kind and send 
saboteurs to Libya, which he ac- 
cused of bombing Sudanese villages 
bordering Chad and of carrying out 
subversive activities in his country. 

In an interview with Al-Ahrom. 
Numeiri said Libyan agents, whom 
he .described as "terrorists'’ and 
“murderers," have infiltrated bis 
country and carried out unspecified 
subversive operations. 

“\9e are seriously thinking of a 
defensive plan that could move such 
operations to the Libyan soil and 1 
will ask our friends to assist. I will 
train a large number of what is cal- 
led suicide army — commandos and 
infantrymen — to operate inside 
Libya,” Numeiri said. 


In Cairo yesterday there were 
signs of an easing of tension over 
Libya, following news of a secret 
cable Gaddafi sent to Washington 
in which he said he has no intention 
of starting a war with Egypt. 

The report was received here 
with satisfaction by officials, who 
described a war with Libya as 
“redundant." 


- Government sources said yester- 
day that the tension in Egypt on the 
Libyan border was significantly 
decreased by the AWACS radar 
planes the U.S. ^ent to Egypt last 
week. 

In Washington, a senior Pentagon 
official said yesterday that the U.S. 
plans to send more arms to Sudan 
before the end of the year to shore 
up its defences against a growing Li- 
byan ’threat. 


The official, who briefed 
reporters on condition that be was 
not named, said 20 M-60 tanks, 12 
155-mm Howitzers and two F-5 
fighters would be taken out of 
storage ready for shipment 
He said Libyan planes, mostly ob- 
solete Italian-built aircraft, were 
making daily raids on the Sudanese 
who had no air defences. 


Man slain 
in case of 


rape revenge 


RAMLE (Itim). — Three hours 
after the police got a telephone call 
yesterday afternoon telling them, 
“I’ve got the man who raped my 
Sister and I'll wipe him out. I’ve got 
two handgrenades/’ one man was 
dead, the caller was lightly wounded 
and an apartment completely 
destroyed. 

Police who rushed to $rtK>v Hil- 
lel in Ramie tried unsuccessfully for 
more than two hours to convince 
the caller (whose name has not been 
released for publication) to hand 
over the grenades. 

According to neighbours, the al- 
leged killer suspected the dead man, 
Eli Uliel, 19, of raping his sister and 
photographing her in the nude. 

They also said they heard shouts 
yesterday afternoon. “Lei him give 
me the pictures and I'll leave.” 
Police say they had received a 
complaitat about the alleged rape. 

The apartment in Rehov HSlel 
belonged to Uliel's sister. The al- 
leged kilter broke into the fiat and 
reportedly ordered the sister to 
leave. “When he saw the police try- 
ing to climb up to the apartment, he 
lowered the blinds, and then we 
heard the explosion,” neighbours 
said. 

Other flats were not damaged. 

The hundreds of persons who 
congregated outside the apartment 
house saw flames burst out cf the 
electric cables leading from 
the house, immediately after the ex- 
plosion. The neighbours com- 
plained that an ambulance and fire 
engines were a longtime in coming.

Nahalal today

Moshe Dayan, courageous 
soldier and brilliant statesman, suc- 
cumbed to a massive heart attack in 
a Tel Aviv hospital on Friday night ' 
and will be buried today in a state 
funeral at the moshav of Nahalal 
where he grew up. He was 66. 

At his bedside when he died were 
his wife Rabel, and his daughter, 
novelist Yael Dayan. They were 
joined later at his home in Zahala by 
his two sons, farmer Ehud and film- 
maker Assaf, by former brother-in- 
law Ezer Weizman and his wife 
Reuma, and by Dayan's longtime 
political aides Mordechai Ben- 
Porat and Zalman Sbuval. 

Dayan took ill late on Thursday, 


but seemed to improve on Friday 
morning, sitting up in his hospital 
bed and reading the newspapers. 

It was then that he reportedly 
asked his wife to ensure that there 
be no eulogies and no graveside vol- 
ley at his funeral, should he die. 
Among the foreign dignitaries at- 
tending the funeral today will be 
U.S. Attorney-General William 
French Smith, representing Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan. French 
Interior Minister Gaston Defferre 
will represent President Francois 
Mitterrand, and Dayan ’s longtime

paid tribute to Dayan as “a great

“I don't see death as something negative or threatening. In the end I will' 
lie on the hill in Nahalal with my family and others,” said Moshe Dayan 10 
days before he died, in an interview with Israel Radio broadcast yesterday. 
"Why do you think death is a terrible thing? All through myjtfe_deatb 
passed close to me and it never frightened me," Dayan said in a weak and 
hoarse voice. 

Dayan recalled his first brush with death on a mission foi^the 
British in Vichy-controlled Syria. A bullet shattered the binoculars he was 
holding, pushing glass deep into his left eye. “My friends wanted to give me 
to the French for treatment, but I said: No. If I die, okay, but I don’t want to 
be a prisoner," he said. "I am not fatalistic. In combat if there is an artillery 
barrage I don’t just walk into it saying nothing is going to hit me. That's non- 
sense. !■ will look to see where the shells are falling.” 

“Sponer or later death comes to everyone, and that is what will happen to 
me. I don’t approach it with suspicion." Dayan said.

Former comrades-in-arms and 
political friends and foes of Moshe 
Dayan were unanimous yesterday in 
judging the former chief of staff and. 
minister oF defence, foreign affairs 
and agriculture as a commander 
and politician of daring originality 
whose role in Middle East history 
will long be remembered. 

“Israel has lost one of its great 
sons," said Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, who noted that 
Dayan b.egan his service to the na- 
tion in war and had ended it in the 
'“untiring efforts for peace with our 
neighbours." 

David Hacohen, the 84-year-old 
former Knesset member and 
veteran Labour Party leader, recal- 
led how he had sent Dayan on his 
first mission across enemy lines dur- 
ing Work! War II, 40 years ago. “He 
showed then that he was a born 
fighter an& leader," Hacohen said. 

Former premier Yitzhak Rabin 
recalled Dayan's recruiting him to 
the Palmah as a youth of 19. Rabin, 
chief of staff in the Six Day War 
when Dayan became defence 
minister, said the two bad not 
always agreed, but he had always 
held Dayan in the highest esteem. 

Former defence minister Ezer 
Weizman, who served under Dayan 
in the Israel Defence Forces and 
cooperated closely with him in the 
Camp David peace negotiations, 
said Dayan personified all the trials 
and victories the county bad ex- 
perienced. “He was a highly com- 
plex human being, extremely 
courageous in battle, hesitant to 
civilian life, who wrote poetry in his 
youth and could switch from 
laughter to anger in a second. An 
aura of power enveloped him. He 
could never be disregarded." 

Alignment leader Shimon Peres 
recalled Dayan's concern for the 
“illegal*' immigrants, survivors of 
the Holocaust, imprisoned in 
Cyprus by the British in die last 
years of the mandate. The two were 
delegates to the Zionist Congress in 
1946 when Dayan had suggested 


urging the Congress to back a move 
to bum down the British camps in 
Cyprus. 

“He was a wise man, who was 
easy to cooperate with,” Peres said, 

Fortner deputy premier Yigad 
Yadin also recalled the Yom Kippur 
War in talking about the then 
defence minister. Yadin said that if 
the Agranat Commission report on 
the war were published, the public 
would see that Dayan’s share of the 
blame for its mistakes was not what 
many think. “A part of the Israeli 
scene has disappeared with his 
death," Yadin said. 

Meir Pa’il, Sheii leader and a 
former senior IDF officer, who had 
been one of Dayan's severest 
political critics, said even his 
enemies could not dany his 
charisma. For Pa’il, Dayan’s 
greatness had lain in his ability to 
‘“solve problems overnight" 

Dayan's originality as a soldier 
and a statesman was singled out by 
Haim Bar-Lev, former chief of staff 
and Alignment cabinet minister. 
Dayan had always been ready to 
change an attitude, his mind was 
always working and be made a great 
contribution both militarily and 
politically, Bar-Lev said. 

in a message to the IDF and the 
defence establishment. Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon pointed to 
Dayan's role in building the army as 
a brave, daring* and unconventional 
force. “The people were in his 
heart, the country was his ally and 
the unknown soldier his friend,"

“When we think upon his life," 


Begin said, “as a pioneer and a 
soldier, the long centuries of exile, 
persecution and humiliation seem 
to disappear, and we return in our 
minds to the days of Joshua and 
Caleb, Gideon and Jephtah, 
Jonathan and David, Avner and 
Yoavs Judah Maccabee, Yannai and 
Bar-Kochba. For he was their 
brother, their son or grandson ... 
their blood flowed through his 
veins.” 

But the centuries of Jewish suf-. 
fering cannot be erased, the premier 
continued. They are part of our 
history — and they make the 
modern-day renaissance of Jewish 
martial valour and national self- 
respect “all the more marvellous."

Dayan was felled by two heart attacks

TEL HASHOMER. — Moshe 
Dayan died of a heart attack at ap- 
proximately 8.15 p.m. on Friday 
evening, his second heart attack- 
that day. 

According to Prof. Boleslaw 
Goldman, deputy medical director 
of Sheba Hospital, Dayan was ad- 
mitted on Thursday evening 
because of chest pains and dif- 
ficulty in breathing. He was placed 
in the cardiac intensive-care unit 
for observation, and the usual tests 
were run to determine the cause of 
his complaint, specifically if he had 
suffered a heart attack. 

On Friday morning he felt “excel- 


lent,” held lively conversations, and 
spent much time reading. At 1.30 
p.m. his condition suddenly 
worsened and it was evident he was 
suffering a serious heart attack. -The' 
second and fatal attack occurred in 
the evening. 


Goldman stated that there was no 
connection between these heart at- 
tacks and Dayan's operation for 
cancer of the colon in June 1979.

Arafat sends mixed signals 


on Prince Fahd’s peace plan

PLO chief Yasser Arafat, under 
fire from radicals in his organization 
for reportedly supporting Saudi 
Arabia's Middle East peace plan, 
said yesterday that while "we are 
fully prepared to coexist with Lhe 
Jews in our democratic state." the 
PLO would not accept co-existence 
with "the Israeli enemy." 

In an interview with the Emirates 
News Agency, Arafat explained that 
transcripts of his talks with 
Japanese leaders in Tokyo last 
week, in which he was quoted as ex- 
pressing willingness to "co-exist 
with Israel" and for the Saudi plan, 
were "incorrect and confusing.” 

But in another interview yester- 
day, with the Abu Dhabi daily al - 
Itrihad, Arafat is again quoted as 
saying he welcomed the Saudi plan, 
floated by Crown Prince Fahd- 
earlier this year, as “a base from 
which we can continue the search 
for the settlement of the principal 
problem in the Middle East if good 
intentions and desires prevail." 

It is not clear how this statement 


can be squared with his rejection of 
any co-existence with the "Israeli 
enemy," as the Saudi plan 
specifically calls for the “recogni- 
tion of the right of all states in the 
region to live in peace'* — including 
brad. 

Arafat's reported willingness to 
accept the plan was sharply at- 
tacked al the end of last week by the 
radical Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine and by the 
Syrian-sponsored Se'ika terror 
group. 

Both claimed that Arafat’s 
reported acceptance of the Saudi 
plan “was a violation of earlier PLO 
resolutions" and “detrimental to 
guerrilla unity." 

Israel has also formally rejected 
the plan, which calls for the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian state in the 
Wsst Bank and Gaza Strip, with its 
capital in East Jerusalem. 

The plan has. however, aroused 
considerable interest in moderate 
Arab capitals, and is on the agenda 
for discussion at next month's Arab 
summit in Fez, Morocco. 

The EEC and the U.S. have also 
expressed some interest in the plan.

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Gov’t money printing grows, 


increases private wealth

Government spending in the first 
half of the budgetary year was 17 
per cent higher in real terms than .in 
the corresponding period last year, 
according to a Bank of Israel 
research department report issued 
last Thursday. 


But the rate of tax collection 
went up more slowly, leading to in- 
creased printing of money by the 
government. Between July and 
September, excess government 
spending increased the printing of 
money by 50 per cent in real terms 
over tile same quarter last year, and 
by 42 per cent in real terms com- 
pared with the average of money 
printed throughout the 1980 
budgetary year. 

The report also shows that 
Israelis are getting richer more 


rapidly than in the past. While 
wealth grew at the rate of one per 
cent per month between April and 
September last year, it grew at the 
rate of 2 per cent per month in the 
same period this year. 

Contributing to the growth of 
wealth in the public’s hands are 
government spending, the increase 
of bank credit, the purchase of 
foreign currency, particularly dol- 
lars whose value has risen, and 
profits made from linked bonds and 
other assets. 

Bank of Israel staff also point out 
that foreign currency has been leav- 
ing the country. This was particular- 
ly obvious between July and 
September, when it was expected 
that the rate of shekel devaluation 
would be speeded up following the 
June general election, and when 
many people had an excess of liquid 


Hefty rises for car insurance

Timerman calls Begin ‘fascist,’ raps Israel life 


AMSTERDAM (JTA). — In a full- 
page interview in Friday’s issue of 
the Dutch Jewish weekly NIW 
former Argentinian editor Jacobo 
Timerman called Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin a fascist and said, 
that "the atmosphere in Israel is ac- 
tually not different from that in 
Argentina." 


Timerman said that Begin was a 
"fascist, even though a Jew by 
definition should not really be a 
fascist,” and said that "the same op- 
portunistic slogans are used to 
cover up the failure of the economy 
in Israel" as are used in Argentina. 
Timerman said that both he and his 


wife had noted that Israel has great- 
ly chau c d in recent years and that 
"the q. ility of life has been 
lowered." 

Timerman also attacked 
organizations and individuals who 
had made efforts to have him freed 
from house arrest in Argentina, say- 
ing they had spoken up for him 
because he was a prominent per- 
sonality, but had not condemned 
anti-Semitism in Argentina. He 
specifically criticized in this regard 
Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren, former 
U.S. secretary of state Henry Kis- 
singer, and former World Jewish 
Congress president Nahusi Gold- 
man n.

Turkish junta abolishes political parties

ANKARA (AP). — All Turkish 
political parties, banned from ac- 
tivity. since the military seized 
power nearly 14 months ago. were 
dissolved by the ruling generals on 
Friday and their property was con- 
fiscated. 

I n a televised speech, coup leader 
Gen. Kenan Evren defended the ac- 
tion, claiming Turkey's former 
political parties had refused to sup- 
port the military regime and were 
■carrying on banned political ac- 
tivities in back rooms and on street 
' corners. 

He said political parties were es- 
sential to a democracy and 
promised to return the country to a 
parliamentary democracy as soon as 
possible. He still gave no timetable. 

Western European diplomats said 
they feared the latest move by the 
ruling five-general National 
Security Council (NSC) could 
seriously damage already strained 


relations between Turkey, and 
Europe. They also said it could en- 
danger the more than $500 million 
in economic aid this NATO 
member nation receives from Euro- 
pea n Fconomic Community 

countri' j. 

But American diplomats said 
they doubted the abolition of 
political parties here would en- 
danger Turkey's American aid. 

Before Friday’s action,’ Turkey 
had four major political parties 
which had been involved in bitter 
parliamentary feuds and were un- 
able to pass legislation when the 
military stepped in. 

Political experts in Turkey said 
they felt the abolition of the parties 
could not have a lasting effect on 
Turkish politics because they said 
they believed the old political 
ideologies would re-emerge in 
similar groupings but with different 
names once the generals surrender 
power. 


Politicians bombed, threatened 

Greek poll today to decide 
country’s role in Europe 


ATHENS (UPI). — Greeks poured 
out of Athens and other cities 
yesterday to cast votes .in their 
home towns in the country's most 
crucial post-war election today. 

The pre-polling hours were 
marked by two incidents in Athens, 
and left-wing candidate actress 
Melina Mercouri said her home was 
threatened with bombing. 

The month-long electoral cam- 
paign dosed with a bomb attack on 
a car beloning to PASOK deputy 
leader loannis Alevras early yester- 
day. The car, parked outside 
Alevras 1 downtown Athens office, 
was “moderately damaged,*' police 
said, and a woman passer-by was 
slightly injured by flying glass. 

' Actress-candidate Melina Mer- 
couri, also running for PASOK, said 
that she received telephone calls on 
Friday threatening a bomb attack 
on her apartment in the fashionable 
Kolonaki area. 

A third PASOK candidate, 
Stathis Panaghouiis* claimed three 
shots were fired at him in the early 
hours when he opened a bedroom 
window in answer to a knock at his 
door. 

The government ordered a 50 per 
cent discount on train and bus fares 
for travellers going home to vote, 
and 25 per cent on tickets for island 
ferries. Several political parties 


hired coaches to take their sup- 
porters home. 

More than a dozen charter flights 
brought Greek workers home from 
West Germany to vote in the close- 
fought contest between the ruling 
New Democracy Party and its chal- 
lenger, the Panhellcnic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK). 

Both Premier George Rallis and 
PASOK- leader A ndreas 
Papandreou, a U.S. -trained 
economist, have predicted victory 
for their parties and an overall ma- 
jority in the 300-member single- 
chamber parliament. 

The major parties are sharply 
divided on the major issues facing 
Greece and the outcome will deter- 
mine whether Greece continues the 
. pro-Western course it has followed 
since the end of World War II or 
veers sharply to the left. 

New Democracy has ruled 
Greece for seven years on a conser- 
vative platform of close ties with 
NATO and the West. Greece joined 
the European Economic Com- 
munity in January 1981. 

PASOK seeks to pull Greece out 
of NATO and the Common Market. 
On the domestic front, it wants to 
nationalize some large, family 
owned industries and improve 
education and welfare. 


U.S. probes Haiti refugee atrocities

reports by refugees from Haiti that 
boat captains starved or hacked to 
death as many as 90 Haitians during 
the voyage from their island 
homeland. 

A boat carrying 160 refugees ran 
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aground jn ,„July. .in t Marquesas, 
about 64 ioioraetresfrom Key WesL. 
Some of the Haitians told U.S. 
authorities they had started out 
from Haiti with 250 refugees 
aboard, said Howard Davis of the 
U.S. State Department 

Martin Raskin, of the U.S. At- 
torney's Office in Miami, confirmed . 
last week that a criminal investiga- 
tion of the voyage had been con- 
ducted and that the boar's two cap- 
tains, both Haitian nationals, were 
in federal custody. 

Passengers said the captains let 
Haitians unable to pay for food and 
water starve to death, while others 
who rebelled were hacked to death 
with machetes. The passengers 
feared to overpower the captains 
since none knew how to sail the 
boat. 

A source quoted by The Miami 
News said the survivors' stories con- 
flicted, but investigators were con- 
vinced that “some very atrocious 
things happened.” 
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There was no reliable estimate on 
the value of the property seized 
from the parties, but informed party 
insiders said , the figure would be 
millions of dollars.

94 killed 
in Japanese 
mine disaster 

YU BARI. Japan (Reuter). — Dead- 
ly methane gas swept through a coal 
mine yesterday and authorities said 
94 people died in the underground 
tragedy, including 10 would-be 
rescuers. 

A spokesman for the mine- 
owning company said there was no 
hope for workers trapped in the gas- 
filled shafts. 

Rescuers were ordered out after 
fire erupted amid a sudden new in- 
crease of methane. 

The owner, the Hokkaido colliery 
and steamship company. Said it was 
considering pouring water into the 
mine to douse the fire and prevent a 
possible gas explosion. 

It was Japan’s worst mining dis- 
aster since 1965, when 237 miners 
died in a gas explosion at Fukuoka 
on the southern island of Kyushu. 

Survivors of yesterday’s disaster 
said the gas .flared into the shaft 
with peat speed. Mitsuo Sato, 45, j 
who was working about 250 metres 
from the trouble spot, said the gas 
“entered with the sound oF a jet 
engine going very fast.” 

Before rescuers were forced to 
withdraw from the shaft they had 
made voice contact with 15 miners 
trapped behind a wall of methane. 
But contact with the 15 ended as 
more gas entered the pit and fire 
broke out.

Life term for selling secrets to Russians 


JACKSONVILLE, Florida (AP). — 
Former array warrant officer 
Joseph G. Helmich Jr. has been 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
selling military secrets to the Soviet 
Union 18 years ago. 

U.S. District Judge Susan Black 
last Friday gave Helmich, 44, the 
maximum punishment. He had 
pleaded guilty to one of four counts 
of espionage conspiracy. 

Helmich was accused of entering 
a conspiracy that dated from his 
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posting in Paris in 1963. He alleged- 
ly sold parts* manuals and code lists 
for the KL-7 cryptosystem, a top- 
secret, typewriter-sized machine 
used to encode and decode mes- 
sages, which was used in South Viet- 
nam. The prosecution said he 
received $131*000 from the Soviets.

At the end of 1967, Dayan had 
been instrumental in the creation of 
a' united; Labour Party by the 
merger of his Rati patty and Ahdut . 
Ha’avoda with Mapai. 

' He was also widely admired as an 
original thinker in foreign affairs. In 
contrast with other leaders, be con- 
sistently urged 'some sort of perma- 
nent arrangement with Egypt. Fol- 
lowing the end of the-War of Attri- 
tion in 1970 — and the ascension to 
the Egyptian presidency of a tittle- . 
known politic! an-sokiier, Anwar 
Sadat — Dayan began to advocate 
unilateral withdrawal from the 
banks of the Suez Canal aiKfthiBTe- ' 
opening of the international', 
waterway. That plan was endorsed - 
by U.S. Secretary of Sate William /■ 
Rogers in ^1971, and by Sadat - as 
well. But the Israel cabinet vetoed 
the phm.-opposmg the stationing of - 
some 750 Egyptian soldiery bn the 


east bank of the canal. In 
retrospect, the war of October 1973 
was an almost-inevitable conse- 
quence of the failure to reach that 
interim agreement. 


DAYAN AND HIS wife, Ruth, 
were divorced in December 1971. 
He married, in June 1973, Rachel 
Rabinowitz, a long-time friend and 
companion. 

In tire eariy summer of 1973, 
Dayan told army officers that war 
might break out that summer. In 
other public appearances, he denied 
such a possibility.

’ . Criticism of the mehdal — 
roughly translated as fiasco — 
centred on Dayan's rumoured loss 
of nerve during a meeting with new- 
spaper editors shortly after the 
war’s outbreak, on the IDF’s lack of 
preparation for the two-pronged at- 
tack, and for Israel's apparent over- 
confidence during the euphoric 
days of 1967-73. But the Agr&nat 
Commission, which studied the mis- 
haps, stated that Dayan had no. 
“operational responsibilities,'' and 
had warned GoLd&Meir and others 
in time of 'the danger of war. The 
commission fixed much of the 
blame on army intelligence units 
and On Chief-of-Staff David Elazar, 
Who was forced to resign. 

- Dayan' refused to Serve m the in- 
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terim coalition government formed 
by Golda Mcir early in 1974, and 
was not included in Yitzhak Rabin's 
government, formed in the spring of 
that year. 

But he continued to serve as a 
Labour MK, and was in great de- 
mand abroad as a lecturer. His 
reception by political leaders on 
visits to Western countries and to 
Japan was hardly typical of a non- 
ministerial parliamentarian. His lec- 
tures reportedly brought fees oT up 
to S4.500 per appearance. 

In September 1976, he set up his 
own newspaper, Hayom Hazeh. 
Despite the drawing power of its 
editor, the daily failed to make its 
mark and closed within a few 
months. 

In the meantime, Dayan's 
relationship with his Labour Party 


colleagues became more and more 
strained. He differed particularly 
w ith the par ty's dovish wing, which 
was ready to negotiate withdrawal 
from parts of the administered areas 
in a “territorial compromise." 
Although he held talks with 
Menachem Begin in the spring of 
1977, he was number seven on the 
Labour list in the MK Knesset elec- 
tions of May 17, 1977. 

When the Likud emerged as the 
largest faction, Dayan shook the 
political world and the public at 
large by joining Begin’s cabinet as 
foreign minister. He left Labour and 
stayed in the Knesset as an indepen- 
dent. 

During his first months as foreign 
minister, Dayan made several 
overseas trips which were clouded 
in mystery. Only later was it learned 


that on one such journey, to Moroc- 
co, in September 1977, he had met 
in the utmost secrecy with Egyptian 
Deputy Premier Mohammed Has- 
san Toharay, to make plans for 
Anwar Sadat’s historic journey to 
Jerusalem two months later. 

At Jerusalem, at Camp David, 
and in the prolonged negotiations 
over the peace treaty, Dayan and 
Ezer Weizrnan were considered the 
men who most influenced Begin. 

But in the afternmalh of the 
treaty signing, Dayan’s role seemed 
to wane. He resigned from the 
government in October 1979, short- 
ly after Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg was named to head the Israel 
delegation to the autonomy talks. 
As the negotiations bogged down in 
dispute, Dayan began to urge un- 
ilateral action to grant autonomy to 


the Ar abs of Judea and Samaria^ 
IN JUNE 1979, a malignant tumor 
was removed from Dayan’s large in- 
testine in an operation at the Sheba 
Medical Centre. After surgery, 
Dayan's health visibly declined, but 
he continued to play an active role 
in party politics. 

For the 1981 elections, Dayan 
formed his own party. Telem, which 
also included such Ben-Gurion fol- 
lowers as his cousin, former Likud 
finance minister Ylgael Hurvitz, and 
ex-Likudnik Zalman Shoval, was 
conceived as a “third force" at the 
Israel political centre. Dayan hoped 
to gain enough seats to become the 
“swing party," without which 
□either of the larger blocs could 
form a government. 

But Telem’s popularity appeared 
to fade as the campaign polarized 


between Labour and the Likud. The 
final result was a severe Mow not 
only to Telem, but to all the small 
parties. Dayan got only two seats. 

But as head of a tiny faction in 
the 120-member Knesset, Dayan 
remained at the focus of party dis- 
putes. When his party did not join 
the Likud coalition, there were 
moves to include it in the opposition 
Labour ranks. These efforts, which 
raised considerable storm within 
Labour, finally were abandoned. 

In his latest book, Breakthrough, 
Dayan described one of his most 
frequent dreams, one that he had 
just before he went into hospital for 
cancer surgery. “In it, I am climbing 
a hillside just north of my chiltihpod 
village of Nahalal, between Haifa 
and Nazareth. The peak is covered 
with rich foliage, terebinth and oak, 
with cyclamen, anemone and Star 
of Bethlehem sprouting between 
the rocks in winter. At the top is\a 
cave with just space enough for ipe 
to tie down comfortably on a ‘mis- 
tress' of dust from the peeling walls 
and roof, and earth and leaves 
swept in by wind and rain. 

“I have climbed the hill to get to 
this hideaway, not out' of fear, not 
because I was being pursued .by 
someone who meant me harm. A£y 
feeling of peacefulness is prompted

sabra in command of one of the best 
Fighting machines in the world. His 
originality of mind and unconven- 
tional . personality helped Israel 
achieve victories on the battlefield 
and at the conference table. As a 
child in Nahalal his first playmate 
was a Beduin boy, and it may be 
said that his entire life was devoted 
to a quest to end the bloodshed 
between the Jews and the Arabs. As 
defence, minister he opened the 
bridges across the Jordan, 


liberalized the territories’ ad- 
ministration, and removed the bar- 
riers that divided Jerusalem. As 
foreign minister -he helped achieve 
the historic breakthrough with Lhe 
largest Arab country. 


The product of the Zionist 
Labour Movement who was picked 
by David Ben-Gurion as an heir, he 
stood accused of being one of the

first Begin cabinet. He referred to 
himself as “Labour" but was a 
super-pragmatist, regarding 
ideological guidelines as irrelevant 
in the face of exigencies and ex- 
pediency. When he did things it was 
on the grand scale, like a Churchill 
crossing the floor of the Commons 
between Liberals and Tories. He 
is said to have bolted Labour for the 
Likud because he hoped thereby to 
conclude his pages in the history 


books with the peace with Egypt 
rather than ministerial respon- 
sibility for the army's unreadiness 
on Yom Kippur 1973. 

Dayan the hawk in Golda Meir’s 
cabinet and the more dovish Dayan 
of Begin ’s days was a reflection of 
the international map. Like his 
mentor, Ben-Gurion, he knew how 
far one could go with the U.S. 

He was first of all -a man deeply 
rooted in the soil of Israel, and his 
main hobby was archeology. I 
remember a year ago standing in 
Dayan's archeological garden at his 
Zahala home hearing him tefi a 
group of visitors how his contact 
with these ancient stones gave him a 
sense of direct connection with 


thousands of years of our Iand ; s 
history. 

No more revealing symbol of .his 
self-image was to be found than the 
cartoon he drew of himself in 19$1 
(shown in Shablai Tevet’s 
biography) depicting himself as a 
solitary fox, sporting the famous 
eye-patch. Dayan used to make 
much of that symbol of ancient 
guile, of the biblical foxes used by 
Samson to attack the Philistine foe. 
The fox — he who hunts alone, the 
wily fox of Aesop's Fables, the fox 
as symbol of the survivor — is surely 
the most apposite description of this 
most fascinating of our public 
figures who has gone to his grave, 
controversial to the end.

In his place came a group of 
heirs: Hosni Mubarak and at his side Kamal Hassan Ali, Osama el-Baz, Abu 
Ghazalla and others. They will ensure that order and discipline will prevail 
in Egypt. Mubarak did not assume the presidency in order to fail, and he is 
well versed with the technique of wielding power. The new Egyptian 
leadership will also not go on tolerating Gaddafi's conspiracies and, with 
the aid of the U.S.. they will act to silence him.

Excess of spontaneity 

FIFA, the. arbiter of what can be done in soccer, has culled for an 
end to the "wild embracing, kissing and other demonstrations of 
profound love that take pluce nowadays whenever a goal ts scored. 
This demand — it has not yet been formulated into a Hat came 
within a few weeks after such a demonstration cost Betar Jerusalem 
two points in a match against Muccabi Tel Aviv, who scored while 
Betar was celebrating what they thought was a goal. 

Irrespective of the merits of whether referee Avraham Klein 
should have allowed Muccabi their goal, or should have found some 
way 10 have the free kick replayed, there can be little doubt tnut 
Betar was guilty of the misconduct that FIFA is deploring. It is as im- 
proper as it is absurd to bring matches to a halt while players indulge 
in transports of bliss and of mutual admiratiom. often lasting several 
minutes. Most well-wishers of soccer will support any action FIFA 
takes to end the orgies. 

In the good old days, a goal would be acknowledged by manly 
hundshakes and a slap or two on the shoulder. Many sports continue 
to adopt this perhaps aostere approach-:- Baseball batters score 
‘ homers without precipitatimg saturnalia. Basketball players con- 
gratulate each other by slapping palms, perhaps because so many of 
the best of them are black. Cricketers applaud a six or the taking or a 
wicket with handclaps and applause. 

It is impossible to understand why soccer players should be dif- 
ferent from all other sportsmen, and should be unable to get on with 
the game without the revels that nowadays accompany a goal. Ger- 
son. the great Brazilian, reacted angrily to the FIFA statement: he 
claimed that it is impossible for Brazilian players to restrain their 
natural und spontaneous delight. We think, that he is overstating his 
case: with a great effort, expressions of joy can be confined, and, 
once started on the right track, even Brazilian players can make a 
habit of curbing total self-expression.. 

There is u grim obverse side to the coin.' If players — Md spec- 
tators — have the right to express their delight, presumably they can 
also claim the privilege of venting their displeasure. All over the 
world, soccer is being plagued by revolting outbursts of anger by 
players, and of terrifying demonstrations by spectators. Fisticuffs on 
the field are becoming a commonplace. Last week, in Israel, several 
veteran players, generally considered to be even-tempered, gooo- 
naiured models of behaviour, were sent off the field for mis- 
behaviour. The same phenomenon of players expressing their spon- 
taneity with fists und feet has been very marked this season. 

If Gerson is right, and players cannot be expected to control their 
spontaneous emotional reactions, what about the spectators. Last 
week a match in Australia between England and Argentina looked 
more like the battle of Dunkirk than a football game. Nicholas 
Harling. the soccer reporter of The Times, who had the misfortune to 
cover a game betweem West Ham and Birmingham, described the 
horrifying conduct of the West Ham supporters, who invaded the 
pitch and started a war.

BADEN-BADEN (AP). The 
Olympic Movement, which once 
had difficulty finding two Swiss 
francs to rob together, is learning 
what it is like to be rich. 

Monique Berlioux. Director of 
the International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC), said the IOC has the 
equivalent of S 10m. in its accounts, 
with another S25rri. locked up in in- 
vestments. 

After the 1984 Summer Games in 
Los Angeles and the Winter Games 
in Sarajevo, it expects to net 
another S65m., most of which will 
be spent helping the cause of sport 
around the world. ■ 

That’s what television does for 

you. . 

Thirty years ago the IOC was ad- 
ministered from one small room 
over a watch repair shop in Lausan- 
ne. But, since 1972, television 
revenues have doubled or tripled 
every four years. 

. Now the IOC occupies the 
Chateau d'Vidy. an 18th. century 
mansion on the shores of Lake 
Geneva at the western end ,of 
Lausanne, and is planning a fine 
new headquarters in the centre of 
the city. 

“It will take a long time to plan 
and to build,” said Juan Antonio 
Samaranch, President of the IOC. 
“We will move in about four years 
from now, maybe." 

How much money the IOC wu! 
have to spend in the late 1980's de- 
pends on how much the Los 
.Angeles Organizing Committee gets 
for world-wide television rights for 
the 1984 games. 

So far, Los Angeles has sold only 
the U.S. rights — to ABC for 
S120m., plus S120m. /or hardware. 
The Organizing Committee is 
negotiating with the European 
Broadcasting Union (EBU), but the 
two sides are reported far from 
agreement. 

All television contracts for the 
Olympics have to be approved by 
the IOC, the supreme authority of 


the games. During its session here 
this week, Los Angeles asked just 
how far it should go in setting televi- 
sion rates for the world, particularly . 

Europe. ' 

“ 'That is a tricky question, tor 
which the IOC had no immediate 
answer. The IOC wants to show the 
games to as much of the world' as 
possible, but, at the same lime, it 
wants to make the maximum 
amount of money possible/- 

Under a formula imposed by the. 
IOC, Los Angeles gets two-thirds of 
all television revenue. With, the 
games costing $400m. and no U.S. 
Govermment funding available, Los 
Angeles needs every TV dollar it 
can get. 

The IOC takes one-third of the 
television money, and its share is 
split three ways: . 

The IOC keeps a third for ad- 
ministrative expenses: 

It gives a third to the 26 Inter- 
national Sports Federations which 
run the sports in the Olympic 
Games. The International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IAAF), con- 
trolling body of track and field, gets 
the biggest slice; 

One-third goes to the National 
Olympic Committees, which now 
number 140. Part of this grant helps 
the Committees to finance their 
athletes’ travel to the games. 

Peter Ueberroth, President of the 
Los Angeles Organizing Commit- 
tee, said it has been agreed to sell 
the rights of the Games at low rates 
to some poorer parts of the world, 
including African countries. The

Sarajevo* host city for the 1984 
Winter Games, is also, worth a lot of 
television money.* The Yugoslavs 
are in the middle of negotiating, but 
are more reticent than Los Angeles 
about revealing figures. 

The IOC will see the 1984 Games 
through, before the 1988 host cities, 
Seoul in South Korea and Calgary 
in Canada, begin to talk television 
business. , • •

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Moshe Dayan 

IN THE DEATH of Moshe Dayan Israel has lost more than a leader 
of men and folk hero. For many, he was himself an element of the na- 
tion's security. 

Though diminished since his resignation from office, his illness and 
electoral defeat in June, Dayan's presence remained a fixture in the 
public's consciousness. In a moment of grave national crisis, Dayan, 
many felt, would still have a role to play, either by active involvement 
or by lending his personal authority to give legitimacy or withholding 
it from a specific course of action. 

It was precisely such a role that characterized two high points of 
his career. In 1967 Levi Eshkol, on the verge of war, brought him into 
his government, however reluctantly, to reassure a worried 'public. 
And ten years later it was Dayan's readiness to surrender all of Sinai 
that furnished both Menachem Begin and Anwar Sadat with the 
groundwork for peace negotiations, without Dayan's agreement, i.t is 
doubtful whether Mr. Begin would have taken such a step, or if so, 
whether he would have been able to carry the Knesset and the nation 
with him. 

The authority and prestige which Dayan enjoyed in the Israeli 
body politic arose from his record in war, yet was not confined to 
that. 

Originally one of Wingate's raiders, he distinguished himself in 
1948, led the army in the Sinai campaign of 1956 and inspired victory 
in 1967. More profoundly, it was during his tenure as the country's 
fourth chief of staff that Israel's army was whipped into a quick, 
aggressive and mobile striking force. 

But he was always more than a general. The political consequences 
of the uses of force gripped bis thought. It was this combination of 
warrior and strategist that recommended him early to Ben-Gurion 
who projected Dayan into prominence. And it was this which in turn 
led to the long and useless contest between Dayan and his erstwhile 
peer Yigai Alion — a contest which sapped their party and obstruc- 
ted them both. 

Yet Dayan was also more than a man of power. Behind the flint, 
which could soften into personal charm ensnaring the mighty and the 
smalL there was a romantic, lyrical engagement with the land in and 
of Eretz Yisrael. He was at one with the soil — whether ofNahalal or 
the Negev of our own times, or the buried layers of ancient Israel. 
Perhaps this soil with its stubborn and simpler rhythms gave energy 
to the untamed directness, often brutal, for which he was known. But 
it also lent warmth to his understanding of the other tiller of the same ■ 
soil — the Arab — and provided a historical dimension to his restive 
imagination. - 

He shifted swiftly and easily between these tiers of achievement, 
personality and outlook. He was never given to pinning down. It 
made him at once the most dashing and least definable of Israel’s 
political personalities. 

His life was spent in battle against the Arabs, but he was the 
architect of Israel’s liberal occupation policies on the West Bank and 
in Gaza. Twice he conquered Sinai, but twice he was ready to give it 
up. His attachment to the West Bank was profound, but unlike many 
who were ready to follow him, he, never forgot the abiding require- 
ment of coexistence with the Palestinian Arabs. 

His twists and turns perpetually confounded his party. And im- 
patient as he was with the arts of diplomacy, especially in domestic 
politics, he was respected and feared but never trusted in the Labour 
movement which nurtured him. But what confounded his party also 
dazzled the public. And for a public that knew that war was never far 
away, he was a constant reassurance. 

October 1973 marked his fall. Betrayed by his political judgement, 
he could not credit the full significance of the military danger that 
loomed in those fateful hours before Egypt’s and Syria’s attack. 
When, after the fighting finally stopped, the time came to apportion 
blame, he was spared, officially. But the public was not ready to 
forgive — all the more because he himself seemed Incapable of self 
reproach — and he was despatched to the sidelines. 

Remarkably, it was Mr. Begin, the historical party opponent, who 
in 1977 reinstalled Dayan at the political centre. 

Perhaps it was Dayan's eagerness to eclipse the ignominy of 1973 
that led him to brave the inevitable charges of treachery to his own 
party and join Mr. Begin's government as foreign minister. Or 
perhaps he was driven by the overweening confidence he had, that he 
alone knew how to make peace with the Arabs, and the time was at 
hand. 

Certainly in part he succeeded. The peace that is, would not be 
but for him. All parties attest to that. Yet the peace that remains to be 
achieved eluded him, as, so far, it eludes us. 

So too the stain of 1973 was only partially removed. His readiness 
to stand for election in June 1981 showed how much he believed it 
was erased. But the meagre results showed how much lustre he had 
lost. 

Nor wQl death absolve him of his failures and weaknesses. His pan 
in determining the direction of our times was too great for that. 
Together with his accomplishments they will be incorporated in the 
final ledger of a- life, that before death, had long since become a 
legend.

ABC-TV news devoted 30 
minutes exclusively to Dayan on 
Friday evening on its Nightline 
programme. 

Former secretary of state Cyrus 
Vance, during an interview on the 
nationally televised programme, 
praised Dayan's role in the peace 
process. 

“Without Moshe Dayan," he 
said, U I do not think we could have 
had either the Camp David accords 
or the Sinai agreement — the 
IsraeG-Egyptian treaty. 

-During the darkest periods," 
Vance said, “when it seemed we had 
hit a roadblock, time after time, 
Moshe was one of the people — in- 
deed one of the leaders — who 


came up with new, original ways of 
getting around those roadblocks." 

The former secretary credited 
Dayan with the breakthrough 
proposals which led to the U.S. 
guarantee of fhture Israeli oil sup- 
plies as well as to the concept that 
the "final status" of the West Bank 
and Gaza would be determined only 
after the proposed five-year transi- 
tion period. 

New York Mayor Ed Koch 
predicted that Dayan would "con- 
tinue to serve as a role model for 
young Jews throughout the world." 
New York Governor Hugh Carey 
called Dayan "a heroic symbol not 
only through his military genius, but 
through his craftmanship as a 
statesman bent upon peace in the 
Middle East." New York Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan said that 
Dayan was "truly a biblical warrior 
— yet the world of peacemakers 
will miss' him dearly.” 

In an editorial entitled “War, 
Peace and General Dayan” The 
New York Times wrote that "Dayan 
embodied to the world the deter- 
mination of a beleaguered people” 
and “was both a founder and sabre 1 
son of the reborn State of Israel."

Yitzhak Rabin, for example, 
stated his belief that the Reagan ad- 
ministration could not be totally ab- 
solved from blame. The U.S. ad- 
ministration was guilty because it 
had shifted the focus of its Middle 
East policy from Cairo to Riyadh. 
Instead of manifesting unam- 
biguous support for the Sadat 
regime, it created the impression 
chat it preferred the regime of the 
Saudi Arabian princes. Thus, it 
weakened President Sadat ^ even 
though this certainly was not its in- 
tention. 

Washington was also criticized by 
Herman Hilts,' the U.S. ambassador 
in Cairo in the decisive period, from 
1974 when, after the Yom Kippur 
War, the U.S. and Egypt re- 
established normal relations, until 
after the signing of the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty in 1979. Eilts who was 
intimately involved in the Camp 
David process, said that the ad- 
ministration had neglected the 
autonomy negotiations, thereby 
creating a delicate situation for 
Sadat. It would not, however, have 
occurred to him to affirm, as did 
Rabin, that the U.S. erred in prefer- 
ring Saudi Arabia to Egypt 

First of all, Eilts who has also 
served as ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, is a firm believer in that 
country’s great value to the U.S,, 
and would claim that America is not 
doing enough to strengthen ties with 
it. Secondly, in his view a pro-Saudi 
U.S'. policy and a pro-Egyptian US. 
policy are perfectly compatible.

Saudi Arabia at one and the same 
time. That is to adopt a dear and 
consistent attitude to the solution of 
the Palestine issue. In some articles 
that Eilts wrote last year, he clearly 
regretted the lack of progress in the 
autonomy tAlks more than Sadat 
did In them, as well as in public lec- 
tures, he was very critical of 
proposals made by Israel before the 
talks came to.a halt. Quoting Egyp- 
tian personalities, he said that all 
that Israel had offered the Palesti- 
nians was full autonomy over gar- 
bage collection in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. 

THE TRUTH IS that President 
Sadat himself did not take such. a 
dim view of the set of proposals that 
began to emerge from the talks. In 
spite of this, he ordered their 
suspension over a year ago. The 
reason for this decision, he said, was 
that in a period of elections in both 
the U.S. and Israel, there was no 
point in going on with the talks. On 
one occasion he explained to a 
foreign visitor whom he folly trusted 
that he appreciated the efforts “my 
friend Menachem" had made to 
promote the negotiations, but he 
felt that for the time being the 
Israeli prime minister had ex- 
hausted all the opportunities open 
to him and could do no more. Only 
after the elections could an Israeli 
government, fortified by a new. 
mandate, find within itself 'new 
strength to make proposals that 


would advance the talks. 

It was thus Sadat himself who 
bore complete responsibility for the 
delay in the negotiations. His deci- 
sion is explained by his addiction to 
a certain concept to which he had 
recourse several times over the 
years. 

Before explaining this concept, it 
should be stressed that it has not 
been proved that there is any link at 
ail between lack of progress in the 
autonomy talks and the weakening 
of Sadat — resulting in his assas- 
sination. The clear impression from 
every thing coming put of Cairo is 
‘that the perpetrators. Modem 
fanatics, were moved primarily by 
motives quite other than the ques- 
tion of peace with Israel. That issue, 
as well as that of. the Palestinians, 
played at most a sec ondary role. 

Those who reject this assessment 
and claim that it nevertheless was 
the Palestinian question that 
motivated the assassins must admit, 
in the light of Sadat’s own declared 
reasons for suspending the talks, 
that it is more plausible to Name 
him than Reagan for what hap- 
pened.
